The office of the Collpctor of 
Internal Revenue is now prepared 
to assist taxpayers in the prepara- 
tion of filing the Estimated Dec- 
laration.s for 1944 Income and 
Income Tax. These declarations 
must be filed by all: 

1 — Single per.son.s ivliose salaries 
subject la withholding tax will 
amount to more than $2700.00. 
and/or those with an income of 
$100.00 from all other sources 
provided the total income is ex- 
pected to amount to S500.00 or 
moie. 

2 — Married persons whose com- 
bined marital income .suWect to 
withholding tax will amount lo 
more than $3500.00. and /or those 
with an income of S 100.00 from all 
other sources provided the total 
income is expected lo amount to 
.$624.00. 

3 — All laxpayei'.s wliose income 
status in 1943 fell in either of the 
above c;aiesories. 

Under the Revenue Aci of 1943 
there have been ceriain ma.ior 
cliangcs wliich laxpayer.s .should 
bear in mind in preparing their 
Estimated Declarations. No longer 
is it pormi.ssiblc to apportion tlie 
personal exemption and credit for 
dependents wliere a change of 
j status occurs diirinf! the taxable 
iyear. The new law provides that 
allowance for personal exemption 
and dependents mii.si be deter- 
mined by the statu.s of the tax- 
payer as c>f .July 1 of the taxable 
year unless the taxaijie year does 
not include July 1, in which ca.sc 
such statu.s is to be determined 
as of I he last day of the taxable 
year. Another majoi' departure is 
tile elimination of ilie Earned In- 
come Credit which will haVe a 
airect bearing on every taxpayer's 
liability. Also, it is not possible 
now to take deductions from the 
Gross Income for the Federal 
Excise and Stamp taxes under the 
Act as enacted Pcbniary 25. 1944,

Regardle.ss of what proposed 
changes may be made in the 
State's military ballot law to 
make it dovetail with the new 
Federal soldier voting law, they 
won't apply at the Primary Ele- 
tion on April 25.

.sentee soldier voting, a prcspec- 
tive voter in the armed force.s 
must be regtstered in order to 
vote. Because of this situation, 
only 56 percent of the men and 
women from Montgomery County 
in the service who submitted ap- 
plications for military ballots will 
receive them.
